THE INDIAN CIVIL 
SERVICE. 


British Official Complains of 
Altered Conditions. 

A British member of the Indian 
Civil Service addresses the fol- 
lowing communication to the 
Timesin teferenee to tbe ttans- 
formation of the LC.S.: ° 

An account of Lord Chelms- 
ford’s spee h at Winchester 
reached India by a recent mail 
His description of tbe prospects 
of a csreer in the India> Civil 
Servite are quite misleading, and 
the young mano who, persuaded 
by Lord Chetmaford’s eloquence.

The 
youth of England rolonzer strive 
to enter a service which used to 
be described as the finest in the 
world. Ins:ead of the pick ofour 
universities we abe! get the 
lower layer—if, indeed, anyone 
from, the universiti-s thinks it 
worth while to juin the new 
service.

INSECT PLAGUE. 


—— 


A Mosquito Mystery. 


The prolonged drought has bad 
an extraordinary effect on insect 
life at Home. : 

Professor Lefroy, of the Im- 
perial College of Science and 
Technology, South Kensingtoa. 
an eminect: authority on en- 
tomolozy, ina statement to The 
Times said that certain classes of 
insects had bred more extensively 
than usual thissummer. “The 
codlin moth, for instance,” 
said, “has had three broods thi 
year, whereas ins cold summer 
ithas one and-last year it had 
two. Por that reasoo this pas: of 
the apple tree has been more. 
serious than usual. ' 

“another class that has bred 
excessively, owing to the extreme 
shaat, is the mosquito. Where 
thare ere lakes or Other large 
supplies of water the mosqnite 
has become exceedingly ebun- 
dant owing to the fact that it has 
bad mora generstions than is or- 
dinarily the case. The same with 
flies. The house-fy, which breeds 
in manare, bas also been able to 
breed more rapidly, and is there- 
fore more sbundsnt than in & 
normal year. 


WASPS. 

“a farther example is the case 
of wasps. In the early part of 
summer wasps obtained much 
insect food for their young, aad 
being now extramely abundant 
are attacking fruia She drought 
has caused wasp to be exceptional 
Iy destructive, because, being tn- 
able to obtain water or insects 
during August, it was compelled 
t» gas its liquid from fruit, which 
ja quite vousual. T have even, on 
several occasions, seen Wasps 
drinking ats tap this summet—a 
thing 1 bave never saen before. 

On the, other hand, many in- 
sects have been largely extin- 
guished owing to the drought 
preventisg the growth of their 
natural food plant. Many moths 
lay eggs in sammer on weeds 


which this year have been wiped 


oat by tho. drought, éxcept along 
the borders of streams or in un- 
asual circumstances. This sp- 
plies particalarly, from 3 fruit- 
grower’s point of view to those 
weeds which are the alternstive 
food placts of the  ‘greea fly 
(aphides), which attackscult st- 
ed plants, Nearly every green 
fiy, whichis e pest tos cultivat- 
ed plant, bas 2n alternative food, 
which ia a weed, and to which

*This appears at first sight to 
be « benefit, but probably is not. 
When the green fy is scarce, its 
natural enemies, which normally 
keep it in check, are also wiped 
out.’ The ladybird bectle, tre 
hover fly, the lace-wing fly, and 
the parasite, which check the 
green fly in a normal year, will 
next sear be extracrdinary 
scarce, and wa may anticipate 
an enormous disturbance in what 
is known as the balance of life. 
There will be several years 
abnormal cutbresks of pests 
owing tothe disturbance in she 
normal balance. The pecoliarity 
of this year bas been that, owing 
to the dry conditions, it has been 
a healthy yesr for everything 
that could ficd food. For in- 
stance, the codlin moth, which 
bes bad abundant apples, has 
had no disease to cope with. 

“During this year there bave 
been quite an sboormal ‘number 
of deaths from either wasp stings 
or the bites of the brown mos- 
quito (which does not convey 
malaria) or from the bites of flies 
which hava not been identi- 
fied. To some extent this has 
been due to tho fect that the 
peat and dry conditions have led 
thesa insects to attack man more 
freely; bat we ara ignorant of the 
reason why the bite of =» harm. 
less brown mosqcvito cen cause 
death within two or three days 
wheo we know that no specific 
diseane such a8 malaris has 


introduced. Ir is extraordinary - 


that coroners should pasa verdicts 
of "Accidental death’ in such 
cases without emphasising the. 
need of investigation into the 
actual cause of death when & 


healthy person has been bitten © 


by such sn insect ss & common 
brown gnat or mosquito. Thisiss . 
subject. which uodoubtedly re- 
quires investigation, and yet is 
tacitly ec:epted as the cause of - 
death in quite frequent cases.”
